Running neck-and-neck all evening, incum¬ 
bents Gary Adams and Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn 
MacGillivray, along with challenger James 
Hester, came out ahead in the final votes of the 
City Council election Tuesday evening. With 
only 1601 out of a possible 6358 votes cast, 
representing about one-sixth of Sierra Madre, 
Adams finished with 1106 votes, MacGillivray 
with 1045 and Hester with 1030 votes. 

Challenger and former City Councilman An¬ 
drew Roy Buchan had 809 votes cast for him 
while Bill Tice garnered 242 votes. 

Fire had already begun sparking between 
candidates as a result of an advertisement run in 
The News, paid for by Brion Costa and Aaron 
Brown, and answered at the last minute by James 
Hester. The ad suggested that Sierra Madre vot¬ 
ers choose one of four voters, omitting Hester, 
who is a Planning Commissioner. Costa and

Public hearing Apr. 26 
for Martin grading permit 


Kev Tcharkhoutian, Sierra Madre director of 
public works, with the City Council, has set 
Tuesday, Apr. 26, at 6:30 p.m. for the public 
hearing concerning the grading permit application 
requested by M and H Investments (Lawson and 
Annette Martin) who wish to begin grading the 
four-lot subdivision on the land above the gate on 
Santa Anita Ave. The time for the hearing, at the 
regular City Council meeting, is 6:30 p.m. in the 
chambers at 232 West Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Property owners within a 1000-foot radius 
have been notified in writing. 

The request for the grading permit refers to 
property north of Amo Drive, also known as 
Chantry Flat Road. The grading plan consists of 
20,034 cubic yards of cut and 27,829 cubic yards 
of fill. "The remainder has to come from, an out¬ 
side source which may be 2000 to 3(XX) from the 
two-lot subdivision with 5000 to be tmcked in," 
Tcharkhoutian told The News recently. 

The four lots are as follows: No. 1, one 
acre; No. 2, 1.75 acres; No. 3, one acre; and 
No. 4, 7.68 acres (most of this is not on build- 
able land, Tcharkhoutian pointed out). The two 


lots in the other subdivision are equal to 2.9 
acres, one with two acres and the other at 0.9 
acres. 

In an earlier piece in The News, Tcharkhou¬ 
tian explained that the Martins would be required 
to build a separate debris basin and to make sure 
that the county flood control will accept the de¬ 
bris basin for maintenance. He added that the 
builders are working with the Fire Department to 
make sure they are able to supply the required 
gallons per minute flow at the required pressure. 
The Tree Commission will look at the landscap¬ 
ing to make sure there is fire retardant material 
and that the setback is sufficient. Tcharkhoutian 
added that the project will have fire sprinklers, 
on-site fire hydrant at the end of the driveway. 
"In the event of big brush fires, a helicopter will 
do the job of suppression." 

The director of public works also said that 
the builders had a full geological report and that 
there is no indication of a major earthquake fault 
going through the development even though it is 
close to the Raymond Hill and the Sierra Madre 
Faults.

More from John Jakes on libraries 

"With today’s tax dollars stretched to the 
limit, states and towns facing a budget crisis 
find the library a tempting target. But when 
they do, bad things happen. Services are cur¬ 
tailed, hours shrink. Worst of all, libraries are 
closing all over the country—the No. I disas¬ 
ter area being California. Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty, serving lO percent of the state’s popula¬ 
tion, has done away with eight branches and 
may close qp to 40 more by this spring. Even 


in the great depression, I don’t know of one 
library going out of business. 

"It’s a terrible situation—and here’s the 
paradox: Americans as a whole don’t.want it 
to happen! Individually, we want our libraries 
to succeed. We want more money for them, 
not less. Consider these figures, from the Am¬ 
erican Library Association: We spend about 
$18 per person each year for libraries, but the 
Gallup organization, surveying this question, 
found that most respondents would readily 
double that amount. 

"And whenever library funding is put to 
a vote in a separate community referendum— 
when it isn’t part of a general tax levy to be 
shared by the Sheriffs department, the High¬ 
way department and other services—the li¬ 
brary issue passes resoundingly more than 75 
percent of the time."
